The long-deferred inquest into 
the death of Prof. Max Kglau was 
held yesterday by Coroner Fitz- 
patrick. The aged instructor of 
painting and drawing was mys- 
teriously murdered on Feb. 10, in 
his studio at the lnstutition for 
the Improved Instruction of Deaf- 
Mutes. 67th Street and Lexington 
avenue. 

The inquest lasted all day. and 
the jury returned a verdict that the 
murdered man had met his death 1 
at the hands of some unknown 
person or persons. 

The police intimated a few days 
ago that new clues had been found 
and that the Fitzgerald brothers, 
pupils at the deaf-mute institute, 
would be proven guilty of the mur- 
der. The sensation they promised 
when the inquest came up did not 

develop. No new tacts were 

brought to light, and the inquest 
has left the case as much of a 
mystery as it was the day the 
murder was first reported to the 
police. 

Twenty-nine witness were sub- 
poenaed, the majority being in- 
structors, employes and pupils at 
the institution. The jury was Com- 
posed of eleven men, who seemed 
to be of higher intelligence than is 
usually found in the jury box. As 
sistant District-Attorney Frank 
Oliver represtntcd the prosecution, 
while Isaac Fronime appeared in 
behalf of the Fitzgerald boj 

When the jury rose to be sworn 
f them, Hloomtleld Brow or, 
objected to proceeding with the 
case on the ground that only eleven 
men comprised the jury. He de- 
clined to be sworn, and said be 
would not serve. The Coroner 
explained that, according to law, 
old eonquet an inquest if but 
six jurors were in the box.

St. Louis, Mo, 
Oar readers will be "lad It) learn 
more about Mr. Cloud, whose por- 
trait honors our pages, and whose 
faithful and devoted work as minis- 
ter of St. Thomas' mission for deaf- 
mules in this city has oommended 
Itself most highly to all interested. 
In addition to his strict fidelity to 

his duties as principal of the public 

school for deaf-mutes. he is 
abounding in work for the spiritual 

good and religious training of those 
deprived of hearing, Mr. cloud 

was born in Chanibersbiirg. Aid.. 
and is :! I years ol age In his 

seventh year his hearing became 

seriously impaired from the results 

of quinine, but he continued at the 
public school until he was fourteen, 
when be entered the Illinois school 

for the deaf at .Jacksonville. After 
passing through the preparatory 

course here, he entered the Nation- 
al Deaf-mute College, District of 

Columbia, graduating in 1886 with 

the scond honors of his class. At 
sevtM) years of age he was deprived 
of his father by death, and ho was 
obliged to work his way through 
college unaided, with indofat iguble 
industry earning all his expenses. 
On his graduation he returned to 

Jacksonville, ami was appointed 
supervisor of the boys in the deaf- 
mute school, and soon after instruc- 
tor of physical training. Mr 
Cloud was not brought up in the 
Church, but while in college, was 

led to consider the claims of the 

Church, and was continued in 1884 

by Bishop Randolph at the Church 
of the Ascension, Washington. 
lb> was offered a scholarship in 
Scalane, Divinity school, Fari- 
bault, in 1887, but having relatives 
more or less dependent upon him 

for support, ho was compelled to 

retain his position, and pursued 

his theological studies while per 
forming his duties as instructor. 
The same year he was elected ora- 
tor of the Illinois Alumni Reunion, 
and elected president of the As- 
sociation, which honor he held for 

seven years, lie was ordained to 

the diaconate, in April 1888, at 
Trinity Church, Jacksonville, by 
Bishop Seymour. The samoycarhe 

went abroad to the Paris Congress 
of deaf-mutes, as representative 

from the Illinois Institution, and 
made a tour through Italy, the 
Rhine country, Holland and Eng- 
land. On his return after serving 
a short period as assistant-minister 
in Philadelphia, heacoeptedin 1890 

(he principalship of Ihe St. Louis 
public school. 

He immediately began mission 
work amonghis people. St. Thomas 

mission was established, and ho 

was ordained to the priesthood, Jan, 

I, 1893, at the cathedral, by the 
Bishop of Missouri. The previous 
year he was married lo Luis Olgfl 
Herd man, who was educated at the 
Illinois and National deaf-mute 

schools. 

Mr. Cloud has had considerable 
experience in editorial work, hav- 
ing been the first associate editor 
of the National Ekoponent, a paper 

devoted to the interests of the deaf, 
and also at one tithe on the stall' of 

the sili nl Educator. He now re- 
presents Missouri on the executive 
Committee of the National Associa- 
tion for the advancement of the 
deaf, and at the last convention of 
American Instructors was one of 
the vice-presidents of (hat body. 
Churchmen will be warmly in- 
terested in a movement inaugurated 
by him al this mooting. He read a 
paper and a lucid and forcible 

one ii is advocating the adoption 

of the Christian Year in the ar- 
rangement of the Sunday lessons 
in schools for Ihe deaf. lie was 

appointed on a oommittee to bring 

in some resolutions on the plan, 
and they were adopted unanimous- 
ly the convention, and immediate 

steps taken to carry it out. 

Mr. Cloud is a man of lino phy- 
sique, having taken the course in 
the Harvard physical training 
school, and is now an active mem- 
ber of the American Association 
for Ihe Advancement of Physical 
Education, and also instructor of 
physical training at the cathedral 
gymnasium. He is an all around 

man every way, and handicapped 

as hois, is more of a force in the 
Community than many a man with 

equal advantages ami gifts. Pe- 
nned in mind ami manners, well 

endowed mentally, yet never 'list- 
ening to himself,' he exhibits lirin- 
ness of will, sound judgment, 

steadiness of purpose and tireless 
industry in accomplishing whatever 

he undertakes. He completely 

wins the loyalty and confidence of 
his people, and is building up a 
splendid and blessed work among 
them through the Instrumentality 

of St. Thomas' mission.

-I. P. Staudachcr, of Dubuque, ad 
dressed the convention on tho sub- 
it Marshalltown, giving many 
pratical suggestions, which led to 
ihe appointment of s oommittee in 
September 1895, with Chairman 
Barrett, for the purpose of asking 
the present legislature lor the 
same. It may be possible that Mr. 
French stole it from the associa- 
tion, and that he does not want to 
"gel left." Of course, he has no 
business whatever With the Associa- 
tion. Therefore, he had better 
"spike his egotistical cannon." 
Mr. Barrett has done his duty to 
itisfaclion of the Association, 
lie made friends, through Icti 
introduction, at both houses of the 

Assembly, ami gave them an able 
and pleasant talk, urging upon 
them to accept the resolution. I 
have just learned that then 
good prospect that the resolution 
of the association will be favorably 
considered by tin- legislature. 
There is no necessity for Mr. Prench 
to interfere with anything that 
pertains to tin- Association. It is 
hardly creditable that tho font-great 
petitions of Mr. Prench will find 
their passage through tho legis- 
lature. The legislature found the 
state treasury almost ompt; 
thus decided to out down Hie ap- 
propriations for the different 
institutions in Iowa, and used what 
money could be spared for other 
purposes. If tl»ey should have an 

extra session, order a code to bo 
published, and do a few other 
tilings, the expense would take 
much more money from the treas- 
ury.

whoso bond had expired a month 
ago. This made the legislature 
more selfish. Mr. French cannot 
see his own eyes. Re needs to 
keep his egotistic beam in the 
dark.
